check boxes and adds fields that allow for better 
tacking of complicated shipments, such as 
container residues, ejected wastes, and interstate 
shipments 





‘The new form will also make it casero collect data 
for hazardous waste reporting. EPA has ensured 
‘uniformity by authorizing printers and. providing 
them with precise specifications. As withthe old 
form, each Yorm has «nique number for tracking 
and also allows mltistate waste handlers register 
land use their own manifest forms everywhere they 
do business.

‘The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has 
ceded the period of assisting newly regulated 
companies mest environmental regulations for 
‘boatyard and marinas. 


Boatyards and marinas around New England are the 
first to be fined since the EPA enforcement cops 
hhave started inspections. Four boatyards in Rhode 
Island and one in Connecticut were hit with foemal 
cnforcement action for violating hazardous waste 
land socmuster control miles. New England 
Boatworks in Rhode Island was fined $52,300 for 
allowing lead to contaminate the soil and for failing 
to: identify hazardous waste containers: develop a 
stormwater pollution prevention plan; and 
implement a spill, prevention, control and 
‘countermeasures plan, 





Construction and Demolition Debris 
Banned from Disposal 


‘The Massichuselts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) amended 310 CMR 19.017 to add 
centain construction and demolition (C&D) 
materials (asphalt, pavement, brick, conerete, metal 
and wood) to the lst of items prohibited from 
disposal, transfer for disposal, or contracting. for 
tisposal. The disposal ban on these materials tole 
effect om July 1, 2006, 





In their intrduction to the new regulations DEP 
sid that increasing recycling and other diversion of 
C&D materials helps support development of ia- 
Slate processing businesses and preserves valuable, 
limited disposal capacity in the Massachusetts, 
DEP's Bevond 2000 Solid Waste Master Plan 
(SWMP) sels a. goal of reducing soa-municipal 
solid waste by 88 in 2010, To reac this goal, the 
'SWMP proposed to increase recycling and reuse of 
‘construction and demolition debris, 


(Only asphalt, pavement, brick, concrete, metal and 
wood are subject to this latest ban, Existing waste 
‘ban regulations cover cardboard and leaf and yan 
waste, which are often generated daring 
‘construction andl demolition projects 


[Asa practical matter, a 10% ban is aot feasible. So 
asphalt pavement, brick, concrete, metal and wood 
should be estimated by transfer stations as a 
percentage of the container load hy volume. An 
acceptable quantity for disposal is 20 (wenty) 
percent or less by Volume ofthe cumulative total of 
the container (eg. transfer trailer roll-off container, 
packer ck). In ther words. the combined total of 
Asphalt pavement, brick, concrete, metal and wood 
Cannot exceed 20 percent ofthe loads volume 


DEP's goal in banning wood from disposal is 10

‘The Conley Container Terminal 
has retrofited several pieces of 
equipment with Diesel 
Oxidation Catalysts (DOCS) 
with monies received from an 
Environmental Protection 
Agency Voluntary Diesel 
Rettoit Grant, 


Working with the equipment 
vendors employees at Conley 
Ihad DOCs put onto four of the 
Rubber Tire Gantry Cranes used 
at the Terminal, nine trackers 
fand 2 other pisces of yard 
equipment. The money érom 
EPA went towards the 
fequipment and labor for 
installation, 


Through these retrofits it is 
cstimated that emissions 
reductions of 20 percent for 
particulate matter, 4) percent 
for carbon monoxide and 50 
percent for hydrocarbons. will 
be achieve.
